‘to ‘defest that party, Surely, il the
dHerald were honest in that beiief, no
‘blame ean be attached or charged
rightfully for its opposition; but
peither the Oregonion or Bulletin
could see it mn that light. The last-
vamed paper comes out and most
shamefally abuses Gov. Grover for
vetoeing the Bill, and claims that in so
doing, the Governor was entirely con
trolled by the Hon. Joseph Smith, and
very plainly iotimates that our most
worthy Governer iss a very feminine
individual, possessing but little, if any,
mind, and deliberately comes to the
conclusion that Oregon has two Gov.
ernors under whose administration the
people must live for the next four years,
These rulers, they charge, are Messrs.
Savith and Miller, one of Portland, the
other of Salem, and they represent
Grover as the mediwm though which
thoss Governors operate.

Now this is a grave charge, and
b‘ are at a loss to know whether or
ot we should be safe in dispating what
Mr. O'Meara possitively asserts to be
the fact in that respect, knowing, as we
do, that he is av old veteran in the
